whole lesson is the. conception 
tha t we live in a universe of 
moral forces and tragic or noble 
destinies. 
Under these condi­ 
tions it is made clear that God 
is on the side of those who 
strive to do good. It is a nó ble 
conception of God as taking no 
pleasure in 
punishment. 
The 
purpose of God is human wel­ 
fare and redemption. If his laws 
seem to operate with harshness, 
it is because these laws á re in­ 
exorable. He has no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked, but it is 
altogether his purpose tha t men 
should find the way to life. To 
that extent the universe is on 
the side of the man who strives 
to avoid evil and achieve good. 
But there are also in life the 
forces of helpfulness tha t man 
may bring to his fellowmen. It 
is a great mistake to believe that 
when men are wilfully going the 
way of sin and destruction, there 
is no human power than can 
help them. Often times, as our 
lesson reminds us, divine power 
is manifest in human influence 
Wp may remember the charge 
against Eli, personally a good 
man, that “ his sons made them ­ 
selves vile and he restrained 
them not.” There are fraternal 
as well as paternal obligations 
in life. A man is responsible for 
his fellowmen in so far as he 
has power to influence them for 
good, and to guard them against 
evil. In the citadels of character 
and truth it is every man’s duty 
to be a watchman.

A NEW FIGHT FOR AN OLD GOAL. 
The conditions that surround American life 
sometimes seem to change so rapidly that we 
solv e one problem only to find ourselv es facing 
it anew in a different guise. 
The recent Fourth of July holiday period, in 
which more than 150 Americans lost their liv es, 
is a case in point. 
Approximately 20 
years ago the 
agitation 
for a “safe and sane Fourth” was started. There 
was only one objectiv e then — to cut down the 
use of fireworks. In those days practically ev ery 
child in the land played with fireworks on Inde­ 
pendence Day; and on July 5 the newspapers 
would tell of scores of deaths caused by these de­ 
structiv e toys, and would relate many addition­ 
al cases in which children had lost their eyes or 
hands. 
In the course of time, the nation finally got 
aroused about it. 
City after city passed laws 
limiting or prohibiting the sale and use of fire­ 
works. To be sure, fireworks are still to be had; 
and on this last Independence Day they took 
sev eral liv es. 
But the old conditions hav e been 
changed. Fireworks this year did not kill nearly 
as many as they did two decades ago. 
But in solv ing the fireworks menace wc hav e 
allowed another one to grow upon us. 
Twenty 
years ago there were practically no automobile 
fatalities on the holiday; now they are counted 
by the score. 
The fight 
against dangerous 
fireworks is 
nearly ov er; 
but the fight against automobile 
traffic deaths can hardly be said to hav e begun. 
Perhaps one reason is that the lire cracker 
was a children’s toy. 
It didn’t cost adult law­ 
makers anything to prohibit it. The automobile, 
on the other hand, is used by adults. We bitter­ 
ly resent restrictions that are placed on our use 
of it. And, as a result, it takes many, many liv es. 
A “safe and sane Fourth” is just as desirable 
a goal now as ev er. But wc hav e got to adopt 
new tactics, and shoot for a new objectiv e, if we 
are to reach it.

Is Placed High 


Culver City Aviators Come Down 


After Setting Record f"o7T~ 


More than 246 Hours 


Culver City, Cal., July 13—(JP) 


—The long flight of L. W. Men- 
dell and R. B. Reinhart came to 
a sudden end here yesterday af- 
ternoon when the tail group of 
their biplane Angeleno was foul- 
ed, causing a tail flutter and 
:orcing them to land. 


The fliers set a new endurance 


flying record of 246 hours 43 
minutes 32 seconds—a mark far 
beyond the 174 hours 59 seconds 
established by Byron K. New- 
comb and Roy L. Mitchell of 
Cleveland. 


An examination of the fliers 


ancj their second hand 220 horse- 
power Wright whirlwind motor 
immediately after the flight's 
end disclosed,that both men and 
engine still were hi good condi- 
tion and might-have continued 
indefinitely had not the tail flut- 
ter developed. 


"We have to give the engine 


credit for everything,"* said Men- 
dell as he clambered ,-outiUf,;the 
plane. "Never before hBslaitair*: 
plane engine done anything like 
this." '

And so it was with the fliers 


themselves. A physician who ex- 
amined them indicated that the 
long ' grind had ^not greatly 
harmed them. Thus the flight, 
which after breaking all existing 
endurance records turned into a 
duel between man and motor, 
ended in a draw so far as that 
angle was concerned. 


The plane, a second hand Buhl 


Airsdan, touched the landing 
field at 2:13:02 p. m.

Sunday School Lesson for July 


14. Individual Accountability to

Ezek. 33:7-16.

Under the figure of a watch- 


man Ezekiel sets forth in the 
verses of this lesson the respon- 
iibilities of a faithful minister of 
God. 
He presents these things 


as the word of the Lord coming 
to him; but he is speaking out 
of his own experiences and 
ideals to all who are morally 
responsible. 


He defines with great clear- 


ness the limits and realities of a 
man's 
responsibility 
for 
the 


society in which he lives and for 
;he actions of other people. The 
individual who would be morally 
and spiritually right, like the 
watchman who would guard the 
safety of his community, has 
responsibilities that he cannot 
shirk. 'The watchman in the 
anciept city was an important 
figure. In an era! when atiack 
night come suddenly from any 
quarter, the safety 6f the com- 


munity depended often upon the 
wariness of the watchman in 
discovering quickly 
of danger and in 
alarm.

Thy Brother's'Keeper 


The message of this lesson is 


that the individual never lives to 
himself, that he cannot limit 
his responsibiltiy to his own con- 
duct, but that, in so far as his 
voice and influence can exhort 
and warn, he is responsible 
where he does not make his voice 
heard and his influence felt. 
Much of this would be regarded 
as sound doctrine in modern 
society. 
* 


The man who saw a theft 


being perpetrated and did noth- 
ing to prevent it, would be re- 
garded as culpably negligent. 
The man who saw a house on 
fire and failed to turn in an 
alarm would' be regarded as 
morally, if not legally,% on much 
the same plane as a perpetrator 
of arson. The principle that a 
man is his brother's keeper and 
is responsible for many actions 


besides his ,own has become es- 
tablished over a fairly wide 
range of life both by law and 
custom; but neither law^nor cusf 
torn have ever extended that 
sense of moral responsibility in- 
to the spheres'in which it must 
be voluntarily accepted by the 
man who would be in any real 
sense a prophet. 'There are 
spiritual responsibilties that are 
parallel with spiritual capacities. 


But if these responsibilities of 


the individual are very real, 
Ezekiel makes it very plain that 
there are definite limits. No man 
can force the actions of his fel- 
lows in armoral sense. He may be 
responsible for what he can do to 
warn or persuade, but if he has 
dpne his; best to encourage and 
safeguard his fellowmen . and 
they have paid no heed to his 
warnings and exhortations, his 
responsibility ceases just as the 
responsibility of the watchman 
ends wehn those whom he has 
warned pay no attention to his 
Warning. 


Charge Against Eli 


In the background of this 


whole lesson is the^ conception 
that we live in a universe of 
moral forces and tragic or noble 
destinies. Under these condi- 
tions it is made clear that God 
is on the side of those who 
strive to do good. It is a ncfble 
conception of God as taking no 
pleasure in punishment. The 
purpose of God is human wel- 
fare and redemption. If his laws 
seem to operate with harshness, 
it is because these laws are in- 
exorable. He has no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked, butJt is 
altogether his purpose that men 
should find the way to life. To 
that extent the universe is on 
the side of the man who strives 
to avoid evil and achieve good. 


But there are also in life the 


forces of helpfulness that man 
may bring to his fellowmen. It 
is a great mistake to believe that 
when men are wilfully going the 
way of sin and destruction, there 
is no human power than can 
help them. Often times, as our 
lesson reminds us, divine power 
is manifest in human influence,

A NEW FIGHT FOR AN OLD GOAL. 


The conditions that surround American life 


sometimes seem to change so rapidly that we 
solve one problem only to find ourselves facing 
it anew in a different guise. 


The recent Fourth of July holiday period, in 


which more than 150 Americans lost their lives, 
is a case in point. 


Approximately 20 years ago the 
agitation 


for a "safe and sane Fourth" was started. There 
was only one objective then — to cut down the 
use of fireworks. In those days practically every 
child in the land played with fireworks on Inde- 
pendence Day; and on July 5 the newspapers 
would tell of scores of deaths caused by these de- 
structive toys, and would relate many addition- 
al cases iii which children had lost their eyes or 
hands. 


In the course of time, the nation finally got 


aroused about it. 
City alter city passed laws 


limiting or prohibiting the sale and use of fire- 
works. To be sure, fireworks are still to be had; 
and on this last Independence Day they took 
several lives. But the old conditions have been 
changed. Fireworks this year did not kill nearly 
as many as they did two decades ago. . 


But in solving the fireworks menace we have 


allowed another one to grow upon us. Twenty 
years ago there were practically no automobile 
fatalities on the holiday; now they are counted 
by the score. 


The fight against dangerous fireworks is 


nearly over; but the fight against automobile 
traffic deaths can hardly be said to have begun. 


Perhaps one reason is that the fire cracker 


was a children's toy. It didn't cost adult law- 
makers anything to prohibit it. The automobile, 
on the other hand, is used by adults. We bitter- 
ly resent restrictions that are placed on our use 
of it. And, as a result, it takes many, many lives. 


A "safe and sane Fourth" is just as desirable 


a goal now as ever. But we have got to adopt 
new tactics, and shoot for a new objective, if we 
are to reach it. 


TO CONDUCT FLOOD INQUIRY. 


Comprehensive flood central bearings, in- 


volving drainage areas scattered throughout the 
United States, are on the program of the House 
Committee on Flood Control, it was stated on be- 
half of the committee by Representative Reid, 
of Aurora, 111. Mr. Reid, who \was chairman of 
the committee in the last Congress and is acting 
chairman pending the organization of the House 
in the present congress, has 
just returned to 


Illinois from a trip through the Mississippi flood 
area. 


Army engineers, 'acting under authorization 


of congress, have under way investigations of 
flood control and other conditions in drainage 
areas with a view to submission of reports to the 
House at the coming December session in some 
cases and at sessions from one to two years hence 
in other cases, according to the importance and 
complex character of the problems presented. 


Acting Chairman Reid is prepared for a full 


program of flood control legislation, proposed 
and otherwise, when congress convenes in regu- 
lar session in December. Meantime, the gov- 
ernment is securing the 
engineering / data 011 


which congressional legislation will be considered.
